In view of the subscriptions which 
had been previously sent to the Liter¬ 
ary Digest Fund those in charge feel 
well pleased with the amount raised 
in this citv To date $438.00 has been 
collected and there is close to $50 
more to be turned in from the sale 
of the Christmas food cards to the 
school children, so the total will be 
very close to Five Hundred Dollars. 
In addition to this amount, $264 had 
been forwarded to the Literary Di¬ 
gest from the Chamber ol Commerce 
and subscriptions left with Mr. Hart¬ 
man before any organization was ef¬ 
fected to raise the thirty-three mil¬ 
lion asked for to take care ot these 
children till next harvest; and the 
committee was informed of several 
individual subscriptions which had 
been sent to the same fund. So while 
the amount credited to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre on the books of the Committee in 
Los Angeles may fall a trifle short 
of Five Hundred Dollars, in reality 
at least a Thousand Dollars has been 
sent from this town for this most 
worthy cause, and taking into con¬ 
sideration the size ol the city, this is 
a most creditable showing: 

A thing which has been a source 
of great gratification to those on the 
committee here, has been the spirit 
in which the money has been given. 
In practically ninety-nine percent of 
the subscriptions, the monev has been 
accompanied with an expression of 
deep sympathy with the work and sin¬ 
cere regret that the amount given 
could not be many times larger. 

The money given by the school 
children has a special interest. When 
the work was first outlined in the 
National Committee, it was decided to 
sell Christmas cards stating that a 
certain amount had been given in such 
and such a name, these cars to be 
sent to friends at Christmas. The 
cards reached California entirely too 
late for the purpose designed and in 
most communities were not used. 
Here, through the sympathetic co¬ 
operation of Prof. Reynolds and other 
teachers, they were offered to the 
school children as certificates that 
they had given food to keep a child 
alive in Europe for a stated time. 
A point stressed in selling them was 
that the children were asked to 
either earn the money to buy them 
or else to give up some luxury they 
had been given money to buy, such 
as a picture show or candy and so 
on, that they might have the satis¬ 
faction of feeding that through their 
own individual work or self sacrifice, 
some hunrgv boy or girl was to have 
something to eat for a certain time. 
The response of the children was 
more than gratifying, both in the 
amount and the spirit in which th?y 
gave.

SENATOR ROMINGER SPEAKS 


!*! a m holding no brief for public 
utility companies when I say that 
this proposed excess tax will be a 
grossly unjust burden that must be 
ultimately paid off by the people 
under the guise of public utilities 
companies to add the tax to their 
bills for service to the people and 
thus be reimbursed for their tax to 
the state. 

“I declare this proposed $81,000,000 
state tax budget proposed by the King 
bill and favored by Governor Stephens 
and his commissions of well-paid 
officials to be wholly out of propor¬ 
tion not only to last session’s $47,- 
000,000 tax budget, but entirely con¬ 
trary to the need for strict economy 
in state affairs. 

“This is an era of unparalleled ex¬ 
travagance on the- part of the Cali¬ 
fornia state administration during 
the great war such things were 
deemed unavoidable. But the war 


against this tax, for eventually they 
must pay it of this King bill passes 
when the legislature resumes Febru¬ 
ary 24. I urge them to write or 
otherwise communiSate with Governor 
Stephens and the members of the 
Legislature from their districts and 
strongly urge the defeat of the King 
bill. Expense in state affairs must 
be lessened instead of increased.

Emphatic warning to all California 
that the State Administration at Sac¬ 
ramento had camouflaged under the 
so-called King excess tax bill pend¬ 
ing in the Legislature a measure to 
saddle an additional tax of approxi¬ 
mately $15,000,000 upon the people in 
the new state tax buget has just been 
issued by State Senator J. A. Romin- 
ger, of Long Beach. 

The camouflage, Senator Rominger 
declared, was that the bill ostensibly 
laid the bulk of the excess tax upon 
the public utility corporations, trans¬ 
portation, power, light, gas, phones, 
banks, insurance and others, but in 
fact the tax, the Senator declared, 
would be passed on to be paid by the 
people by higher bills for public utili¬ 
ty service. 

“This is a time,” Senator Rominger 
asserted, “when the state adminis¬ 
tration should join the individual, the 
business house and the public utility 
in a program of extreme retrench¬ 
ment. Economy should be the watch¬ 
word throughout California's state 
offices and heads should fall when¬ 
ever they can be lopped off to lower 
the state payroll where such elimina¬ 
tion would not impair the essential 
business force of the state.
